That the $2,500,000 raised recently 
through successful sale of 7 per cent

A statement issued by the power 
company declared that the raising otf 
funds for  hydro-electrical develop- 
ments in Georgia was indicative of 
the faith investors have in the future 
of the state. 

“It is gratifying to know,” said the 
statement, “that investors have suf- 
ficient faith in Georgia to put their 
money into the stock of this company 
and make possible 


developments.” 

Authorization of a change in

When, in 1898, the democrats of his 
town sought to send him to the house 
of delegates, the lower house of the 
legislature, he was reluctant to inter- 
rupt his professional practice and re- 
fused the nomination. He finally ac- 
ceded, however, and was elected easily. 
He was made chairman of the judi- 


f@iary committee of the house and later 


floor leader of his party. 

After one term in the Jegislature. 
he returned to his law office and 
clung to his determination to eschew 
politics. Between 1899 and 1910, the 
only political offices he held were 
those of county chairman, member of 
the state executive committee of his 
party in 1908, and delegate to the 
national conventions of 1904 and 
1908. 

When in 1910 the democrats of his 
district chose him for representative 
in congress, he was again reluctant to 
accept. A unanimous vote of the con- 
vention won him over, however, and 
he conducted a vigorous campaign and 
was elected in a district that had 
been republican for 20 years, He 
was reelected in 1912. 


Chairman of Committee. 


In the national house, as in the 
Jegislature, Mr. Davis was made chair- 
man of the judiciary committee. He 
took an active part in the impeach- 
ment and trial of Judge Robert W. 
Archbauld. 

As a result of his service on this 
committee, President Wilson selected 
him as solicitor general in 1913, and 
Mr. Davis resigned from the house to 
accept that office. 

In the summer of 1918, Mr. Davis 
went to Europe as a member of the 
commission of three Americans to 
treat with Germany as to the exchang 
of prisoners of war. He was in Berne 
on this mission when, upon the resig- 
nation of Walter Hines Page, Mr. 
Wilson made Mr. Davis the American 
ambassador to Great Britain. Mr. 
Davis returned to this country for a 
conference with the president and took 
up his work in London in November. 
just as the war came to an end. In 
his capacity of ambassador, he was 
present in Versailles during the peace 
conference.

Defines Duty of Lawyer. 


“IT am vain enough to imagine that 
no one ever will. The only limitation 
upon a right-thinking lawyer's inde- 
pendence is that duty he owes to his 
clients, once selected, to serve them 
without the slightest thought of the 
effect such a service may have upon 
his own personal popularity or polit- 
ical fortunes. 


“Any lawyer who surrenders this in- 
dependence or shades his duty by 
trimming his professional course to 
fit the gusts of popular opinion, in my 
judgment, not only dishonors himself, 
but disparages and degrades the great 
profession to which he should be proud 
to belong. - + I must stand by 
my philosophy. What is life worth. 
after all, if one has no philosophy of 
his own to live it by? If one surrend- 
ers this to win an office, what will he 
live by after the office is won?

THE TRAFFIC PROBLEM. 


The advent of motor transporta- 


tion and the resulting congestion 
of traffic on the public highways 
and the streets of the. cities has 
presented a serious problem cf na- 
tional magnitude. 

Like any other great and radical 
change which could not be foreseen 
and for which adequate preparations 
could not be made, a state of con- 
fusicn and entanglement has re- 
sulted with its accompanying price 
in fatalities. But serious as this 
problem appears, it is not beyond 
solution, and the fact that it is en- 
gaging the earnest consideration of 
the best engineering thought of the 
country is encouraging. 

The difficulties cf motor traffic 
now are said to closely resemble 
those with which the railroads had 
to contend 50 years ago when the 
volume of business outgrew the 
capacity of the old single-track 
lines and the terminals were jammed 
with freight which could nct be 
moved, Civil engineers of that day 
devised double tracks—the fore- 
runners of the modern switch yard 
—and they constructed parallel 
lines between the large centers of 
population. ve 

This seems to point the way to 
the solution of auto traffic prob- 
lems. Just as the greatest jam of 
railroad freight traffic occurred. at 
terminal pcints so the greatest con- 
gestion of traffic is now on the city 
Streets and it is clear that it must 
be spread over a wider area if the 
Situation is to be relieved... Any 
highway or street, no matter how 
well paved, can carry only a cer- 
tain volume of traffic. This can be 
accelerated somewhat by police su- 
pervision, but the effective remedy 
must be found in keeping the 
through traffic off the principal 
streets, by short cuts such as have 
been provided by the Spring street 
viaduct in Atlanta and by such other 
means of rerouting the fraffic as 
will reserve the city space for local 
use. At Peekskill, N. Y., and 
Tampa, Fla., bridges have been con- 
structed which will enable through 
traffic to move swiftly gn its way 
without meeting the congestion of 
New York city streets on one hand 
or the wide detour around Tampa 
bay cn the other. 

Short cuts, rerouting, one-way 
outlying and little used thorough- 
fares—-herein seems to lie the solu- 
ticn of traffic problem. 


WHAT WE EAT. 

Americans stand at the head of 
the list among the meat-eaters of 
the world, according to statistics 
recently collected. The average 
American eats 150 pounds of meat 
per year as against the average 
Italian, who stands at the bcttom 
of the list and consumes only 24 
pounds of flesh during the same 
period. 

In the consumption of Irish po- 
tatoes America stands second, using 
200 pounds fcr each inhabitant. 
The Irish lead the world in the 
consumption ‘of potatoes, four 
pounds per day for each person be- 
ing the required ration. 

In the consumption cf wheat, 
France leads all other nations, 467 
pounds a year being the amount 
eaten by each inhabitant. The 
United States ranks next to France 
in its consumption of wheat and 
also adds a number of other kinds 
of bread—bread made cf rye, bran, 
corn and other produets. In the 
consumption of bread, as with meat, 
Americans are said to lead the rest 
of the world. 

The American is not a heavy 
eater of rice, consuming only four 
pounds a year as against 550 
pounds eaten by the average native 
of the Province of Bombay, India, 
where rice seems to constitute the 
main article of food. The average 
American eats 150 eggs a year and 
in this particular he leads the rest 
cf mankind. Americans are also 
heavy drinkers of coffee, milk, tea 
and soda fount products.

| HEALTH TALKS

FOOT RULES. 

That sovereign remedy for auto- 
intoxication, two miles of oxygen 
three times a day on the hoof, has 
lost none of its prophylactic or cur- 
ative value since the advent of bal- 
loon tires. 

Like castor oil, this remedy has a 
serious drawback; to must people it 
is disagreeable to take. Unlike cas- 
tor oil, it is nevertheless the more 
necessary for the very people who 
find it so disagreeable to teke. Prwvl- 


ably there are few healthy folks who. 


hate to take exercises more than ) 
do, but I have a bone feeling tha. 
by whipping and driving myself to 
take the exercise I need I manage to 
keep on the bright side of the 
Shadowy borderland between hea'th 
and unhealth. 

One reason why many reople who 
sorely need six miles of oxygen under 
their own power do not get it is be 
cause they think they can’t withou' 
chafing, sweating and acouiring biis- 
ters and everything. For such ! 
would suggest a few foot rules. 

For walking it is better to wear 
thick soft stockings, preferanly wool 
under the feet, not thin silk. lisle or 
cotton. The wool is a softer cover- 
ing and pad which acts as a kird 
of shock absorber, saving the skm 
of the soles from excessive friction 
and pressure. me experienced 
walkers find that. cork insoles serve 
this purpose very well. Put in gen- 
eral thick soft woolen socks or stock- 
ings with such feet are advisable fo- 
walking. If you are going in for 
long walks it is wise to carry en 
extra pair of socks and change jin 
the middle of the day. 

A reader offered an excellent sug- 
gestion for the care of the feet. He 
found that the liberal use of com- 
mon talcum powder, such as is used 
in tire casings, tends to keep the 
feet cool and to prevent excessive 
sweating, which he thought was in 
part due to extessive friction, and 
this the talcum overcame. 

When the feet sweat too much it is 
well to lay in a stock of plain talcum 
or taleum and boric acid combined, 
and also a small sprinkler box of 
salicylic acid. Then give the insides 
of the shoes a liberal sprinkling with 
the taleum. and a wee bit of the 
salicylic acid over that, every day or 
two. 

Of course it is necessary to wear 
shoes which 
strict the feet. 
from tight narrow shoes, and in some 
eases from high narrow heels, whici 
simply can't be worn for walking. 
Men sometimes err on the side of 
having the shoes too large. 

The soles Should be heavy enoveh 
to prevent the impressions of pebbles 
or other irregularities from going 
through to the feet. Low cut shoes 


(oxfords or sandals) are preferable if ; 


the nature of the ground to be cov- 
ered is favorable. High shoes are 
better if you are to walk through 
rough ground. High shoes, however, 
should not constrict the ankles or in- 
steps. 

Sedentary people who contemplate 
a course of oxygen on the hoof should 
train for it by smaller doses at the 
beginning, a mile or two a day, and 
gradually extend the distance from 
week to week as the conditions of 
the feet and general fitness pernuit. 

An adult in even fair fighting trim, 
that is, in physical condition to put 
up a good argument with pneumonis 
or appendicitis or any such emergency 
test, ought to be able to do a five 
mile walk any day without feeling 
fatigue or soreness afterward. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Pleurisy. 
Kindly explain what pleurisy is, its 
enpuse, where the pain or pains are 
felt. its cure, ete. (lL. M. W.) 
Answer.—Inflammation of the 
serous (not serious) membrane which 
lines the chest and covers the lungs. 
caused by various bacteria such as the 
pneumococeus (pneumonia germs), the 
tubercle bacillus and the common pus 
producing strains (streptococcus, 
staphylococcus). The pain is .a 
“stitch in the side,” a sharp stabbing 
pain felt with each act of breathing 
Hay Fever and Asthma. 
Several months ago you wrote 
about a relief for hay fever and 
asthma. Will you kindly repeat the 
name of the remedy and directions 
for its use? (L. I. B.) 
Answer.—Calcium chlorid or cal- 
cium lactate was the name of a mec- 
icine I suggested for victims of hay 
fever or asthma. Take about five 
grains of either, dissolved in not les 
than a glassful of water after meals 
regularly two or three times a day for 


fever season. In most such 
there is a calcium deficit in the blood. 
In many cases there is some fafilt ip 
the assimilation of calcium, and this 
fault is overcome by a very small 
dose of parathyroid or thyroid sub- 


actate treatment. 
Poisoning From Shoe Dye. | 
FE. J. T. sends a newspaper clipping 
which tells of poisoning of a student 
who put on some dyed shoes before 
the dye was dry. The student be- 
came cyanosed (lips, nails and skin 
turned blue) and suffered headache, 
vertigo, great weakness, dilated pupils, 
etc., much as in many other cases of 
poisoning from shoe dye—anilin black. 
FE. J. T. particularly wishes me to 
note the paragraph which reads: 
“The poison of the dye entered his 
blood stream.” How come? Surely 
the poison wasn’t absorbed through 
the skin of the student’s feet? 
Answer.—O* course not. The 
anilin black is quite volitile and the 
feet evaporated it all 
the more and the student inhaled 
enough to produce the poisonous ef- 
fects. The dye has a _ pronounced 
odor. It is a coaltar derivative and 
the poisonous effects are similar to 
those so often produced by the medi- 
cinal pain killers derived from coal- 
tar, such as acetanilide, phenacetin, 
aspirin, and innumerable nostrums 
containing these in disguise.

COOLIDGE FUNERAL 
BRIEF AND SIMPLE 


Washington, July 9~—President and 
Mrs. Coolidge tonight took their boy 
Calvin, back to Vermont to be buried 


in the family plot of the little ceme- 
tery at Plymouth. 

A simple but impressive funeral 
was held in the east room of the 
white house this afternoon. attended 
by government officials, ranking mi'i- 
tary officers, members of the diplo 
matic corps and intimate friends ol 
the family. 

On the white house lawn. several 
thousand persons stood with bowea 
heads during the ceremony, having 
come to give visible expressions of 
their sympathy. 

Repress Their Grief. 

Typical of their New England re 
serve, President and Mrs. Coolidge re 
pressed outward manifestations of 
their grief. The family. broken for 
the first time, drew comfort from the 
service. and Mrs. Coolidge listened at- 
tentively to the consoling words of the 
Scripture. The president, on her lef*¢, 
sat with head slightly bowed. The 
son, John, on his mother’s right, sat 
erect and listened earnestly to the 
pastor. 

A little later, in the evening, the 
easket wes closed for the last time, 
in the presence of the family, ana 
soon thereafter. almost to the hom 
when three weeks ago, bubbling with 
joy, he returned home from schoc!,

Services Were Brief. 

The services this afternoon were 
of short duration, but the emotions of 
many of those who filled the east 
room could not be concealed. As a 
quartet sang “O Love That Will Not 
Let Me Go,” there were moist eyes, 
and broken sobs came from several 
patts of the chamber. 

Then the Rev. Jason Noble Pierce, 
of the First Congregational church, 
the president's pastor, prayed God “to 
use the precious memory to make the 
family strong and love enduring.” 

“This love comprehends our sor- 
rows,” he continued, “and we thank 
Thee for this most divine comfort. 
And make us to live that when our 
time comes we may have his bravery, 
courageousness and soldierly forti- 
tude,”’ 

It was a prayer for divine comfort 
and it was a tribute to the memory 
of the youth. 

Opening the service, the pastor 
read the 23d Psalm and then other 
verses of Scripture. These included 
John xiv, verses 1-3,'15-20 and 25-27, 
and Romans viii. 

Favorite Poems Read. 

Two poems, recited often and ad- 
mired by Calvin, “Away,” by James 
Whitcomb Kiley, and Tennyson's 
“Crossing the Bgr,” then were read. . 

After the prayer, the quartet sang 
“Still, Still With Thee When Purple 
Morning Breaketh,” and the Kev. 
Pierce pronouiiced the benediction. 

The quiet calm of the president’s 
family touched all who saw then. 
Mrs. Frank W. Stearns, intimate 
friend for years and the comforter 
of Mrs. Coolidge in her sorrow, sat 
with her husband by their side, but 
after the departure from the room of 
the president and Mrs. Covlidge, she 
gave way to her grief. The straim 
had proved too much, but tonight she 
was again by the side of Mrs, Covl- 
idge, : 

Just before the services began, the 
president, Mrs. Coolidge and John en- 
tered the room and walked to their 
aye immediately in front of the cas-| 

et. 

As they entered, thosein the room 
arose to their feet and again at the 
conclusion of the service everyone 
stood while the orchestra of the pres- 
idential yacht Mayflower played sott- 
ly “Lead Kindly Light.” 

Boy Scouts Send Flowers. 


The east room, which has _ seen 
many funerals in the past, of presi- 
dents and others, probably never wit- 
nessed one filled with more sadness. 
This was evidenced by the over- 
whelming floral offerings which filled 
every available space. One of the 
most noticeable was that sent by the 
Boy Scouts of America, of - which 
Calvin was a member. The casket 
was completely covered with 4 
sheath of pink roses, but there were 
no wreaths on it. 

Seated behind the president's fam- 
ily during the service, in the first two 
rows, were the members of the cabinet 
and their families, then efficials of 
the various government departments, 
members of congress and the phy- 
sicians who attended Calvin. 

On the other side of the aisle were 
the members of the diplomatie corps 
and with them the ranking officers of 
the army, navy and marine corps. 
Army officers were dressed in their 
khaki uniforms while the navy and 
marine officers were in white. 

Officers of the May flower, dressed 
in white and wearing mourning bands 
on the left arm, served as ushers and 
were in charge of the service. 


Marines Accompany Casket. 


The guard of six marines and six 
sailors from the Mayflower, all close- 
ly associated with the youth on his 
happy trips aboard the yacht, dropped 
their vigil shortly before the services. 
The marines, however, continued with 
the party and to them was entrusted 
the casket when it wag taken from the 
white house tonight. They will per- 
form similar duties tomorrow. * To- 
night on the lonely death coach two 
of them stood guard. 

Gates of the white house grounds 
were thrown open to the public an 
hour before the services, and from that 
time until they were ended quiet 
throngs crowded over the lawns, filled 
the driveways and gathered close to 
the east wing of the executive man- 
sion. 

Men and women of all ages and all 
walks of life stood for more than an 
hour under a withering July sun, pay- 
ing a silent tribute to the boy and 
evincing mute sympathy for his par- 
ents. Women predominated. many of 
them mothers themselves, whose eves 
were moist as they looked toward the 
half-drawn shades over the great win- 
dows of the east room. 

No sound came from the Initérior 
of the white house during the service, 
and all that was visible as evidence 
of the solemnities within were a cor- 
rer of a wreath in one window and 
in another the broad, white uni- 
formed back of a sailor guard. 


All Men Remained Uncovered. 


In spite of th> searing rays of the 
sun, every man remained uncovered 
while in the grounds. Except for the 
occasional rumble of traffic on Penn- 
sylvania avenue, the only break to the 
silence was the passage of feet over 
the gravel walks as newcomers 
joined the watchers. No voices were 
neard, What little conversation 
there was was in whispers. And 
when two members of the white house 
police, coming cout of the porticoed 
deerway, signalle! that the ceremony 
Was over, the crowds slowly turned 
away. Within half an hour the 
grounds of the mansion were deserted 
and the great gates swung closed. 

But again tonight the crowds gath- 
ered about the white house when the 
family wag to Ieave for the train, the 
throngs clustering about the enclos- 
ure and along l’ennsylvania avenue.

MARCH OF M’ADOO | 


TO NOMINATION 


Madison Square Garden, July 9.— 
Out of the debris comes the story of 
where the McAdoo movement faltered 
and fell back when it was in sight of 
a goal. 

On July 4, the McAdoo forces stood 
at their Marne when they pushed 
their vote to 580—within striking dis- 
tance of a majority. If they could 
get a majority, they proposed to make 
a powerful play to abrogate the two- 
thirds rule. They appealed to the 
Glass delegation from Virginia to 
join them, but the delegation stuck 
to Glass. For the next four ballots 
McAdoo field marshals managed by

tory. 

From that point, the McAdoo vote 
steadily declined under the battering

He was trim 
and dapper aguin “despite the all 
night vigil under heavy responsibili- 
ties, and again, ar often in the last 
few days, he caught the attention of 
the delegates to receive their friendly 
greeting. 

“Walsh for vice president; Walsh, 
Walsh,” was shouted up at him as 
the parade of standards filed by be- 
low. Sometimes it came from a 
southern group, sometimes from an 
eastern state, or again from his own 
western colleagues.
